Chancellor of the Reich 
fron 1921 to 1922, he presided orer a coalltloa of Social Denocrat, 
Senocret and Catholic Centar partlea. Orerdhroen by the Social 
Denoerata In the aonth of gowenber 1922 because he wanted to enlarge 
the ooaXitiofi. ^fter the assassination of his Minlnter of Forei^ 
if fairs. Dr. Rathsaau, he delirered the well-known epeech which ended 
with these words - *Ths eneny is the right wing.”

After the arrlTal of the Basis to power, he left the Reich 
la the nonth of April, 1933* He then lived in Flensa, Paris, end In 
Swltserland, juide nany trips In the interest of the policy of coUeoAlvs 
aeottrlty, particularly to the Vatican, to Poland, and to the United 
Statea. During all that time he collaborated with the French Ministry 
of Foreign Affaire which facilitated hie trlpa. Be intereeted hlnriT 
partienlarly in the defense of Austrian Indepandanca against ths 
Masls and escaped being caught by the Gersan amy of oecu;*utloa in 
Vienna. 



Since the beginning of the war he has been living in Lucerne, 
Swltserland, and he has tried to help the Allied cauae by furaiahlng 
then with Infomatlon which he reoelwed fron his old friends in Gemany. 
As fomer leader of the left wing of the Catbollo Center Party he no 
doubt retained many sympathisers la Social Catholician clrelea In 
Germany, as well as In certain circles of the working class.
